A Prominent Granite Merchant 
Sued by a Lady.

Efforts to Dodge the Anxious Seat— 
Lively Testimony. 


Depositions have commenced this weekina 
case promising some very interesting if not 
sensational developments. On the record of 
the Circuit Court it bears an innocent, harm- 
less appearance. merely a suit for damages on 
alleged breach of contract, but the earliest 
operation of the testimony-mill has shown that 
the investigation will lead to 


lively details affecting parties well known in 
the community. The style of the suit is Mrs. 
K. H. Drake vs. James E. Hall. The lady 
plaintiff alleges that the defendant is a prom- 
inent granite merchant doing business on 
Washington avenue, and that some time last 
summer he employed her to superintend his 
household affairsfafterithe — of hisiwife, 
likewise to act as salesladyv inthe disposition 
of his furniture valued at $3,000 and the effects 
of his establishment, Lucas avenue and Beau- 
mont street, at private sale. In consideration 
for her services in that two-fold capacity Mrs. 
Drake alleges that Mr. Hall promised her soine 
jortion of the furniture. She states that she 
effected the sale and in all other respects ful- 
filled her part of the contract, but alleges that 
Mr. Hall failed and refused to give her any 
portion of the furniture, hence the suit. The 
plaintiff's counsel proposed at the 
outset to take the testimony of Mr. Hali, anda 
subpoena Was served forhis attendance be- 
fore Notary Oldfield at2p.m., May 3l. The 
Notary was one minute behind time, and Mr. 
Hall promptly took advantage of it by getting 
out of the way before Mr. Oldfieid appeared. 
Another subpoena was issued and a compe- 
tent officer was sent to 2507 Glasgow avenue, 
where Mr. Hall is recognized asthe autocfat 
of a boarding house breakfasttable. The offi- 
cer was informed by a young lady at the door 
that Mr. Hall was not at home, but the officer 
was not satisfied of thatand called again, re- 
ceiving the same information, although he 
states he distinctly saw the visage of 
the granite merchant peering through the 
blinds. The officer returned the next morn- 


‘ing at sunrise and awaited Mr. Hall’s appear- 


ance. As that gentleman was getting into his 
buggy the subpoena wasreadto him, but he 
refused to accept service and drove off. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Gebhardt was then dispatched to 
his office on Washington avenue with another 
subpoena, and there he succeeded in serving 
his man. 

Mr. Hall at length appeared at2o’clock 
in the afternoon of- June 2 and was subjected 
to a close examination by Mrs. Drake's coun- 
se] touching the alleged contract. He denied 
his liability throughout and denied that he 
was indebted in any way to the lady. The 
testimony of Celsus Price was taken with the 
view of impeaching Mr. Hall’s testimony. 
Mr. Price was formerly in business with 
Mr. Hall, and his evidence was by no means 
favorable to the latter. The following ques- 
tions were propounded to Mr. Price: 

. — Do you knowthe reputation of Mr. Hall 
inthis community for morality or otherwise’ 
If so, state it. 

A.—I do; he is considered a very immoral 
man. Heseemsto have a mania for trying to 
seduce women. 

2.— Do you know Mr. IIall's reputation in 
this community for truth and veracity? If so, 
state it. 

A.—I do. Ille is knownto bea consummate 
liar. 1 would not believe him under oath if 
he were interested tothe extent of halfa dollar. 

Mr. Mitchell, one of Mr. Hall's e:inployes, 
testified that he had heard Mr. Hall’s moral 
character discussed and the opinion was di- 
vided. 

Several clergymen have been summoned to 
appear before the Notary inthis case. It seems 
that Mr. Hall was at one time a shepherd in 
the pasture of the Lord, and it is stated he 
was expelled from the pasture and from fel- 
lowship with the sheep of a tashionable West 
End flock not long since. The testimony of 
prominent divines will develop this 
teature of the case. Mr. Hall 
is considered to have marvelous powers of 
fascination over the gentler sex. IIe is well 
advanced in life. Mrs. Drake is a young and 
handsome lady. Her evidence willbe given 
atthe trial of the casein court, Mr. Ilall has 
engaged an eminent tirm of attorneys to de- 


fend him, and the trial will be warmly con-“ 


tested.

BOSTON HAPPENINGS. 


Becoration Day—Kuropean Excursion- 
ists—Armusement Notes. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, May 31.—Decoration Day dawned 
bright and hot and sped its way through the 
hours, still bright and hot till evening, ana a 
merciful thunder-storm came to temper the 
air and to air the tempers of the thousands of 
tight-seers who had come up to the city from 
Vurious suburban directions, and who were 
iy prepared with wraps or umbrellas. As 
usual on such holidays every body in town 
went out, and everybody from out of town 
camein. The seashore was the only plaee at 
which is was possible to keep cool, and as a 
consequence throngs of our people went to 
the nearer beaches. Revere Beach is a great 
favorite of late years, for it is but about fif- 
teen minutes’ ride from the city, andthere is 
every facility for reaching it—more, in fact, 
than there is for leaving it. Your corres- 
pondent is very sure of this, for on one re- 
cent warm day, she went down to Revere 
Beach, and after gaining a comfortable de- 
gree of coolness, she wanted to come home 
again, but not a train would stop to take her 
and the little crowd of other weary wander- 
ers on board. There was a post in front of 
the depot, with a blue light at its upper ex- 
tremity, and a placard,on which Was the 
lecend: This is a flag station; show the 
blue light to 8 trains.“ But the trains 
didn’t mind the blue light a cent’s worth, 
and we hugged the outside of that station 
(whicb was inhospitably closed, and which 
resisted our amateurist attempts to break in) 
for two whole hours, nearly freezing te 
death and amusing ourselves by reading 
the testimonials of other weary waiters who 
had been similarly victimized, and who had 
inscribed their woes on the woodwork of the 
building as we did not. 

Well,we had our usual procession yesterday 
and our usual speeches and music at Tremont 
Temple. The actusl decorating of the graves 
was done early in the morning. Beautiful 
as is this custom itis to be hoped that it can- 
not grow to the degree thatithas donein 
Paris and other European cities. The eeme- 
teries in Paris are the most* remarkable 
places in that famous city. Every grave 
even the most humble, bas its wreaths ar 
crosses made—of what think vou? Of col- 
ored beads strung on wires! The wreaths 
of immortelies are pretty, after a certain 
fashion, though only fresh natural flowers 
seein really appropriate, but those 
ghastly beaded horrors were enough 
to gives one a turn. One pecuiiar custom 
abroad is that of placing the photograph or 
ambrotype of the deceased on the headstone 
or monument, safely securing it under glass. 
Some of the principal cemeteries, especiwly 
in Paris, are laid out like the streets of a city, 
with regular little marble houses on each 
side, through the doors or windows of which 
can be seen altars, crucifixes, saints, and 
other paraphernalia, sometimes of very great 
value. There is something terribly grim and 
ghastly about such demonstrations, which 
surely can never find their way to our coun- 
try, though fashion Gictates even in this. 

Speaking of these foreign customs reminds 
me that the first section of the Tourjee party 
salls for Europe next week, Saturday, 
and the main party, with the Doctor in per- 
son, goes on the Saturday following. It has 
come tobe a regular event of the month of 
June in Boston—this gathering together of 
excursionists, Europe-bound, under the 
guidance and guardianship of our own 
Eben Tourjee, musical doctor. I don’t see 
hat tbe Fates were thinking ofthat they 
did not send me abroad again this summer 
as atraveling Tourjean. But so it is for the 
nonce. But just wait until next year—or 
rather, don’t wait if you can go now, for 
nobody can ever tell what will happenin a 
twelvemonth, and the party of this year is a 
remarkably fortunate) one as regards its 
members as well as its routes and plans. I 
consider the tour as laid out to be 
fully twenty-five per cent bettter worth the 
money than that of last year, andI am sure I 
never got so much fortay money before as 
was given methen.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retail Rates of All Supplies That Cheer 
the Inner Man. 


High livers and lovers of game will have to 
abstain for the coming few weeks from their 
favorite food. The game market offers but 
three varieties Just now—teal duck at 50 cents 
a pair, young wild pigeon and snipe at 92 50 
per dozen. A lurge shipment of young wild 
pigeon has reached the city from the Indian 
Nation and are now shipping to all 
Eastern markets from St. Louis. Large in- 
voices are daily received here. 

There is a similar scarcity in the fish mar- 
ket when white fish and trout are selling at 
12% cents a pound, and croppy and bass at 
the same figure, though these are exceeding- 
ly scarce at present. Buffalo is selling for 16 
cents per pound dressed, catfor 12% and 
fresh mackerel at 15 cents a piece, Bruno 
has received a large invoice of frogs from 
Port Ciinton, Ohio. They are selling at 92 a 
dozen. 

Butter and eggs are about the same. The 
best creamery is commanding 30 cents; best 
dairy, 25 cents: good dairy 20 cents and 
cooking at15 cents. Eggs area bit a dozen, 
but will likely go upina few days. 

There is a plentiful supply of vegetables 
and fruit on the market stands. Lettuce and 
«pinach are both cheap and plentiful; lettuce 
is plentiful at 5 cents a head and spinach at 
peck; radishes, 15 cents 
a dozen; onions, 15 cents a 
dozen; beets 2h cents a dozen 
cuulitlower 50 cents to $2. per dozen, aspar- 
agus 25 cents per dozen bunches, beans $1 25 
per box, peas $1 50 per box, cabbage 10 and 
15 cents per head, cucumbers 30 cents per 
dozen, strawberries 25 to 60 cents per dosen 
boxes. Cherries came into the market in 
abundance at 50 cents per dozen boxes. 
Blackberries put in an appearance but are 
very scarec,

**Punch’s” Caricatures ot Disraeli. 
From the London Times. 

The most thin-skinned of public men 
would now deem it an honor to be reflected 
in Punch’s cyiindrical mirror; indeed, it is 
recorded of one ambitious politician that he 
did not rest content until he had been sub- 
jected to that process. The chief cause of 
this change of temper is not far to seek. 
Gillray’s productions are free from the mal- 
ignity which has darkened thos@of mafiy 
French caricaturists, but it is certain that in 

int of geniality he has been sarpassed by 
is suceessors. The typical cartcaturist of 
ocr own day pursues his avocation in v0 
bitter humor. He rarely oversteps the 
bounds of legitimate satire or pteasantrs. 
He is dominated by the spirit in which Gold- 
smith’s ‘*Retaliuxtion’” was werttten. His 
ridicule, however searching it may be, is 
seldom ill-natured or in ill taste. In the car- 
Beaconsfield) a striking proof of 
what has just been stated may 
be found. In politics, it sdbould 
be borne in mind, Punch was opposed to 
Lord Beaconsfield throughout his career. For 
„Dizzy,“ as it usually called him, it had lit- 
tle ornoesteem. Itnever exhibited him in 
an heroic light. But on no oecasten did it hit 
him an untair blow. The ridicule t shower- 
edupon him is without any admixture of 
rancor or asperity. His strange features, his 
ringletty bair, his peculiar gestures, his pub- 
lic utterances—all are travestied ina divert- 
ing butinoffensive way. Even ta the heat 
of the Anti-Corn law agitation, it eontented 
itself with representing him. as the viper bit- 
ing the file, as young Gulliverat tee moment 
the giant (Sir Robert) is contemptueusly eye- 
ing bim through his spectacles, end as a fop- 
pish mannikin declared his fatention to 

‘smesh everything and everybody.” 

In the firstof these caricatures, which are 
well calculated to weaken the effeets of the 
young politician’s invectives, Sie Robert, 
whose face is atone end of the file, is smil- 
ingly dozing, though it cannot be doubted 
that the infliction he suffered muet have kept 
him more awake than he had ever previously 
been inthe house. From this dae the car- 
toons relating to Mr. Disraeli appear at fre- 
quent intervals. Now he figures as a cheap 
Jxck; now as the Wil'-o’-the-Wiep of the 
farmers; now as struggling with Oebden for 
the possession of the ‘unprotected fem ile,“ 
Agriculture; now preparing to gotoa mas- 
querade asa Protectionist leader; now as a 
political chameleon bearing **‘Profeetectradi-+ 
don” on its back; now as Fair Rosamond tak- 
ing the cup of free trade from Eleanor (Cob- 
den); now as an ill-conditioned eeetermonger 
upset in his burrow bya drag having Palmer- 
ston and bir. Gladstone on the box; now as 
Fagin purloining ideas from the 
pocket of a dummy Lord Rus- 
sell; now as a jockey winning the 
Derby of 1867 on Reform Bill; The cartoons 
evoked by the acts of his last a@ministration 
need not be specified now, but it may be re- 
marked that two of the number—the Pas de 
Deux,” apropos of his return with Lord Salis- 
bury from Berlin, and Finance ala Mode,“ 
an imitation of the best known picture in the 
„Rake's Progress,“ exhibiting the Prime 
Minister as the spendthrift gallant in his sul- 
len and defiant mode, with Mrs. Britannia as 
the distressed lady and Sir Stafford Northcote 
as the much shocked steward of the house- 
hold—are among the happiest works of their 
kind. Itis a matter of regret that the pub- 
lishers have not included in the collection the 
cartoon relating to the vote of censure four 
vears ago, undoubtedly a very clever draw- 
ing, and some of the *‘grotesques”’ of Mr. Lin- 
ley Sambourne. Interesting, as an illustra- 
tion of the uses to which esricature is now 
put, this volume is yet more so as indicating 
the stages by which the dandy portrayed by 
Maclise Became what he Mas in after years.
